The train left the Wells street station, 
Chicago, at 4:25 o'clock, = was delayed 
by the. block signals Desplaines 
it was seventeen minutes late. ** train was 
composed of locomotive, combinaégion bag 
gage and smoking car, a day coach, and a 
parior car.

There is no need of my preaching to this 
gathering the need of combining efficiency 
with upright dealing, for as an American and 
as a citizen of New York I am proud to feel 
that the name of your organisation carries 
with it a guaranty of both, and your practice 
counts for more than any preaching could 
possibly count. 

New York ts a city of national importance, 
because its position toward the nation & 
unique, and the chamber of commerce of New 
York must of necessity de an element of 
weight In the commercial and industrial wel- 
fare of the entire people. New York ts the 
great port of entry for our country—the port 
in which centers the bulk of foreign com- 
merce of the country—and her welfare is 
therefore no matter of mere local or municl- 
pal but of nationa) concern. 

“The conduct of the government in deal 
ing with all matters affecting the financial 
and commercial relations of New York must 
continually take into account this fact, and 
it must be taken into account in appreciating 
the importance of the part played by the 
New York chamber of commerce. 


Aids in Triuniphs of Peace. 
“This body stands for the thiumphs of 
peace both abroad and at home. We have 
passed that stage of nationa! development 
when depreciation of other peoples is felt as 
a tribute to our own. We watch the growth 
and prosperity of other nations, not with 
hatred or jealousy, but with sincere and 
friendly good will. 

“TI think I can say safely that we have 
shown by our attitude toward Cuba, by our

The 
proposition is embarrassed in the

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r ISLE OF PINES. 
‘The American inhabitants of the Isle of 


Pines, who were talking of declaring their 


independence of the Cuban government, 
have taken the more conservative course of 
sending a delegation to Washington to pro- 
test against the continuance of Cuban 
sovereignty over the island. The delega- 
tion ealled upon the president to state their 
gtieyances. Cuban interest in the island 
seems to be purely sentimental, although 
perbaps Cuban pride suffers at the thought 
of alienating Cuban soil. Of the taxes col- 
lected in the island not one dollar, says the 
American delegation, is spent on it. There 
aré no schools, no courts, no police on the 
island, which is nominally part of the 
province of Pinar del Rio, forty miles across 
the sea. It is an island without a govern- 
ment. Anarchists should flock there, Near- 
ly half the property on the Isle of Pines be- 
longs to Americans who settled there at the 
time of the adoption of the Platt amendment, 
which ‘provides that the title to the Isle of 
Pines shall be subject to future adjustment 
by treaty. This was generally understood to 
mean that this country was to get the island. 
it would have got it before this if the reci- 
procity for which the Cubans looked had not 
been blocked by an obstinate minority of the 
republican party. | 


Em the meantime the Isle of Pines is 


Cuban. Its impertanceto the United States 


is out of all proportion to its size or the num- 
ber of Americans now onit. If Cuba is not 
eventually annexed the control of the gulf 


will be facilitated by the control of the Isle 
of Pines, which is only twenty-five miles 


square. It lies due south of Havana, about 
forty miles from the southern coast of Cuba, 
overlooking the steamship route to the isth- 
mus. One does not have to be a naval 
strategist to see that the value of Porto Rico 
to the United States will be doubled by the 
possession of the Isle of Pines, or that in 


_ the event of war, if the island were Cuban, 


the bay of Siguanea on its west shore would 
afford-a perfect neutral base for any hostile 
fleet threatening the American navy and 
Commerce in the gulf. The longer congress

The Spectator is of 
opinion that in one direction at least the pre- 
mier is more powerful than the president, 
since while he keeps his majority in parlia- 
ment and has the confidence of the house of 
commons in his hands are literally clinched 
the whole might, majesty, and dominion of 
the state,” and he really exercises all the 
prerogatives of thesovereign. Ile can make 
all appointments to the great offices, regulate 
the armed forces, “and can mold foreign 
policy to his will.”

sibility. Indeed, it admits that on the bal- 
ance of considération the greatest office of 
power in the Anglo-Saxon world is that of 
the president of the United States.”

it is not profitable to inquire. Undoubtedly 
at present, and in view of the conservatism 
of the one people and the progressive spirit 
of the other, each system is best for those 
who live under it. Great Britain is not yet 
sufficiently republican to substitute four 
years of a president for the privilege of get- 
ting rid of a premier when it ceases to have 
confidence in him, nor is the United States 
ready. to substitute for its president a pre- 
mier of absolute power so long as he has the 
majority at his back. Among a people like 
ours premiers might come and go with a 
rapidity that would keep the country in con- 
‘tinuous confusion. | 


The council has voted by a decisive ma- 
jority to require a heat and light company 
which asked for permission to do business 
in Austin to pay the city 10 per cent of its 
gross receipts. A comparatively small num- 
ber of aldermen argued that instead of mak- 
ing the company pay the city such a per- 
centage of its earnings it should be forced 
to lower its charges so as to give its cus- 
tomers pro rata the 10 per cent of gross 
earnings the majority propose the city shall 
get. Their arguments had no effect. 

The action of the council is significant. It 
indicates that that body as at present con- 
stituted will favor a 5 cent street railroad 
fare, a part of which shall go to the city, and 
will reject the proposition that the rate of 
fare be 38 cents, the city to get no revenue 
from the traction companies. When the 
council has to deal with the companies in 
the near future it hardly will stultify itself 
by adopting a policy different from that 
which it approved of night before last. 

It is well that the council should define 
in advance its position on the question of 
compensation for the city versus lower 
street car fares. The people who use the 
cars will, with few exceptions, approve of 
the policy favored by a majority of the al- 
dermen. It will be clear to them that the 
city, when in receipt of a large yearly in- 
come from the traction companies, will be 
able to employ more policemen and firemen, 
to clean the streets more thoroughly, and to 
attend to other municipal duties more ef- 
ficiently than at present. These things will 
redound to the benefit of the people as a 
whole, and will far exceed the petty, almost 
invisible gains of individuals through lower 
fares. 

The council has given evidence that it 
recognizes the city’s need of increased 
revenue, and that it perceives how additional 
revenue can be obtained with the least fric- 
tion. Instead of demanding greater taxes 
of property already taxed up to the limit 
new sources of revenue should be utilized. 
The aldermen who exact compensation from 
a little heat and light company surely will 
exact it of the great traction companies, 
which, with the rate of fare remaining at 
5 cents, will be able to pour an abundant 
revenue into the city treasury. |

FOOL CHANGE OF THE ELECTION LAW. 
In an unthinking moment the council di- 
rected the judiciary committee to frame a 
petition to the general assembly asking it to 
amend the city elections law so that the polls 
may be kept open until 8 p. m. instead of clos- 
ing at 4 p. m. as now. Fortunately there is 
time for the council to reflect and take back 
its ill advised order to the committee. | 
Probably the council would not have made 
so serious a mistake if it had not been told 
by the author of a proposition calculated to 
promote election frauds and rioting that at 
present many workingmen are denied the 
chance of voting.“ Aldermen should know 
better than that. The polls open at 6 in the 
morning. The number of voters to a pre- 
cinct is so small that there is time for nearly 
every workingman to mark his ba llot before 
the hour at which he usually goes to his day’s 
work. In order that no workingman may 
be deprived of his vote the general election 
law provides that he shall be entitled to 
two hours off on election day without loss 
of pay. With the laws as they drethe work- 
ingman who says he had no time to vote is 
giving a wrong reason for his failure to vote. 
He did not cast a ballot because he did not 
choose to do o. 
It is surprising that any alderman whose 
election day memory goes back seventeen 
years should be ignorant why the fram- 
ers of the city elections law provided 
for the closing of the polls at 4 p. 
m. They insisted on that provision be- 
cause their experience at many Chicago elec- 
tions had taught them that elections to be 
honest must be held by daylight—that fraud,

The man who 
under pretense of helping the workingmen, 
or under any other equally futile pretext, 
seeks to restore night voting and fraud is 
ignorant or unprineipled. Whatever the ac- 
tion of the council may be in the premises, 
the honest votérs of Chicago—and among 
them are the workingmen—do not ask for 
and will not permit a return to after dark 
voting and the cheating and intimidation 
that go with it.

_, FOREIGN. AUTOMOBILE, RULES... 

At the request of the commissioners of the 
District of Columbia the state department 
has obtained reports from consuls on the 
regulations for automobiles in the principal 
cities ef Europe. The rules regarding li- 
censes, examination of chauffeurs, and other 
matters vary considerably, but there is a 
striking uniformity with respect to speed in 
crowded thoroughfares or upon meeting 
horses or any animals likely to take fright 
at the approach of the automobile. : 

In Vienna speed must be decreased or the 
vehiele stopped if animals show signs of be- 
coming frightened. Where trafiic is con- 
gested the machine must not move faster 
than the usual pace of a pedestrian. Sub- 
stantially the same regulations apply in 
Brussels and Antwerp, except that within 


the city limits automobiles must not run 


faster than six miles an hour. In France the 
universal regulation is that in the open 
country speed shall be limited to eighteen 
miles an hour and in the-more settled dis- 
tricts to twelve miles an hour, The rules 
in Berlin are stringent, prohibiting excess- 
ive noise, smells, and smoke. Speed is lim- 
ited to nine miles an hour, and less on slip- 
pery or crowded streets. In Frankfort all 
machines are prohibited from passing. ani- 
mals faster than the slow trot of a horse. 
The Dutch regulations require automobiles 
to slow down or stop when animals show 
signs of fear or if their riders and drivers 
signal the chauffeur to moderate his speed, 

If speed is properly regulated the public 
will be adequately protected. Other rules 
may in a measure protect the automobilist 
against himself, but they do.nothing for 
pedestriang or persons in carriages. It is 
of no use to compel chauffeurs to pass strict 
examinations and then trust to their good 
sense to regulate’ speed with a view 
to public safety. The owner of the au- 
tomobile will look to the competence of 
his mechanic to handle the machine, 
but the law must be invoked to make 
sure that he will show the same regard 
for a frightened horse or a slow pedestrian 
as he does for his locomotive carriage or his 
employer. American city councils should 
profit by the experience of Buropean cities, 
which began to cope with the automobile 
problem before the first motor car was 
shipped to the United States.

Princess Louis of Battenberg, as a mother. 

Now, without in any way impugning the 
loyalty of Prince Louis of Battenberg to 
England, it is only natural that the masses 
of the British people, especially those not 
personally acquainted with him, should feel 
uneasy at the idea of all the secrets of the 
naval defenses of the British empire being 
confided to his charge. Bod 

There is hardly an Englishman who is not 
convinced that sooner or later his country 
is bound to become involved in a war with 
Germany or with Russia. England relies 
above everything else upon her navy in the 
event of such a conflict. Yet her entire 
scheme of naval defense is confided to a 
Toa prince, who only became naturalized | 
at the time when he joined the British navy. 
Let me add that the prince is a handsome, 
clever, well groomed man, tall, with keen 
dark eyes and a well trimmed beard. Jointly 
with t.

“Every assignment, hypothecation, sale, 
or transfer ot the unearned wages or salary 
of any laborer, mechanic, clerk, or employé 
shall be void; and payment of such wages or 
salary earned after the date of such attempt- 
ed assignment, hypothecation, sale, or trans- 
fer may lawfully be made by the n, 
firm, company, or corporation from whom 
such wages or salary shall be due and paya- 
ble, notwithstanding such previous assign- 
ment, hypothecation, sale, or transfer.“ 

Judge Dunne issued a temporary injunc- 
tion yesterday restraining J. Sanderson, 
a money lender at 86 La Salle street, from 
enforcing an assignment of wages said to 
have been made by A. D. Hodges, a switch- 
man employed by the Chicago and Alton 
railroad company. Hodges d s that he 
borrowed $50 from Sanderson about three 
years ago and that he afterwards paid the 
principal of the loan.

INSURGENT PUPILS CALMED BY 
THEIR PRINCIPAL, 


Haynes School Disturbers Make Many 
Remarkable Demands, Including 
„Shorter Hours,” and Then Bow to 
the Persuasion of Mr. Tobin— 
Crowd of Fifty Makes Uproar in the 
Yard All Day, but Are Declared to 
Be “Outsiders.” 


While Principal Edward T. Tobin of the

All Agree New Laws Are Needed 
but Division Is Over Methods 
to Be Applied.

New Orleans, La., Nov. 11.—[ Special. }—The 

many hundreds of bankers in attendance at 


the twenty-eighth annual convention of the 


American Bankers’ association in this city 
are for the time being typical examples of the 
strenuous life and ot business men in politics. 
There is an atmosphere of extraordinary 
hustle around the leading hotels where bank- 


ers from the Atlantic are Making hand with 


those from the Pacific, those from the great 
cities of the north with their hosts of the 
hew south, where presidents of great city 
banks are doing their best to convince the 
country bankers that they are really inter- 
ested in their welfare. 

There ig eqidlity, fraternity at this con- 
vention, and also politics. This convention 


is divided over issues which, generally speak - 


ing, array the east against the west, the 


. bankers of the country against those of the 


cities. 
It is anticipated that today and tomorrow 


there will be such a clashing of flashing 


ideas as has never before been known in a 

national bankers’ convention. The issues to 

be settled are considered vital, and worthy 

ofa battle royal. 
Two Great Issues. 


The great issues are branch banks and 
Assets currency. Generally speaking, the 


east favors them, while the west is opposed 


= 


to them: The bankers of the great cities 
are friendly to them; those of the country 


Opposed to them. Nearly all the western 


state conventions of bankers have passed 

. resolutions bitterly opposing the Fowler bill, 
while the eastern state conventions, on the 
other hand, have nearly all indorsed the 
Fowler bill. 

Charles W. Fowler will tomorrow try to 
convince thé bankers of the west that they 
have misjudged his bill and ought to support 
it. at the next session of congress. Mr. 

Fowler will be supported in his ‘arguments 
for branch banks and assets currency by 
Horace. White, the veteran editor of the 
New York Evening Post. Opposed to these 
two will be Charles G. Dawes of Chicago and 
C. A. Pugsley of New York, also a member 
of congress. 


Ridgely’s Speech a Feature. 

The feature of today's opening session was 
Controller Ridgely’s address on The 
Changes in Banking Conditions It was a 
diplomatic mastérpiéce, in that, while it 
favored assets currency and sympathized 
with branch banks, it was not offensive to 
those opposed to such propaganda. Mr. 
Ridgely’s speech was in the main a réaffirma- 
tion of the “safe middle ground plan sug- 
gested in his last report, except that he was 
more epecific in his suggestions. He advo- 
cated today an “ elastic currency,” to De fur- 
nished by an addition to the present bank 
note circvilation covered by bonds of an 
amount of uncovered notes equal to 50 per 
cent of their surplus, with a graduated tax 
against them and facilities for redemption.

We cannot disguise the fact that 
with reserves running down not only in the 
reserve cities, but in all the banks of the 
country, the situation is serious and requires 
close attention and careful handling. Now 
is the time for caution and care in bank man- 
agement.

The board ot directors of the International 
Olympian Games association will meet today 


St. Louis exposition officials that the games 
be transferred to the Missouri town. 

“The St. Louls people did not come to us 
with a threat, but a plea,” said H. J. Furber 
Jr., one of the dfrectors, last night. and 
the embarrassment arising out of the con- 
flicting dates is indeed serious. The course 
we shall pursue must be determined in view 
of the various obligations which devolve 
upon us. Our duties dre principally three 
fold: First, we are under obligations to 
the International Olympian committee, which 
gave the games to Chicago elghteen months 
ago, faithfully to carry out the plans that 
were submitted; secondly, we owe a duty to 
the people of Chicago, and to the general 
public which have loyally supported us in 
the expectation that the games will take 
place in this city in 1904; and lastly, we owe 
something to the exposition. 

By the action of the government of the 
United States our nation as a whole has 
committed itself to the St Louis efnter- 
prise, and our national honor is in a sense 
involved in its success. St. Louis, more- 
over, supported us in 1893, and we certainly 
should be reluctant to make its burden great- 
er than it is. It will be our effort to reconcile, 
in so far as possible, these varied obligations, 
but either a transfer of the games from Chi- 
cago to St. Louis, or a change of date would 
-require the assent) of the International 
Olympian committee. 

“A fundamental feature of the Olympian 
games is that they take place at periods of 
exactly four years’ time, the duration of the 
old Olympiad, and to change from one year 
to another would destroy their essential 
character. 

„ Should we, pursuant to the entreaty of 
St. Louis, advise the course of magnanimity, 
we at least could feel that we had not per- 
mitted ambition, either personal or local, to 
blind us to the national interests which the 
St. Louis exposition represents.“
